The  party  given  by  the  Student 
Council  members  tonight  was  keen — surely  did  serve  its  purpose  to  get  members  of  all  the  three 
grades  together — a  fine  idea!    Were  those  refreshments  good? — I'll  say! 

May  15,  1926.  Another  class  meeting  today — it  won't  be  long  now!  Exams  or  Juniors?  Our 
Junior  Officers  are  the  very  best  in  school,  it  seems  to  us.  President,  Jimmy  Gerow;  Vice  President, 
Sherwood  Brockwell;  Secretary,  Margaret  Moore;  Treasurer,  Lucile  Johnson.  We  were  lucky 
to  get  Miss  Judd  as  our  sponsor  again  for  next  year. 

September  15,  1926.  Just  one  step  higher;  but  there's  only  one  more  step  to  climb.  Oh  me!  Won't 
that  be  marvelous!  Student  government  seems  to  be  making  such  a  headway  this  year;  W.  M. 
Upchurch  is  leading  a  fine  group  of  officers. 

February  1,  1927.  That  Junior-Senior  entertainment — will  it  drive  us  wild?  Will  it  be  a  party  or  a 
banquet?  How  shall  we  raise  the  bucks?  The  Juniors  say  you  can't  get  blood  from  a  turnip. 
We  had  a  crowd  of  dressed  up  Juniors  around  Hugh  Morson  today — the  rings  came. 

May  1,  1927.  A  jolly  good  time!  Where  did  I  have  it?  At  the  Junior-Senior  party;  I  never  enjoyed 
one  more.  Effective  decorations  carrying  out  the  scheme  of  class  colors,  delightful  and  beautiful 
refreshments,  keen  entertainment,  were  some  of  the  many  features  that  went  to  make  it  a  true 
success — I'm  sure  glad  it's  over  though. 

May  15,  1927.  The  main  class  meeting!  The  election  of  the  Senior  Class  officers  was  held.  President, 
Edward  Ratcliffe;  Vice  President,  Billy  Belvin;  Secretarv,  Lina  Spence;  Treasurer,  R.  L.  Deaton; 
the  staff  members  were  also  elected. 

June  1,  1927.  We  Junior  girls  thought  we  were  the  "stuff"  carrying  the  first  daisy  chain  in  the  history 
of  the  High  School.  It  seemed  rather  nice  to  be  present  at  the  class  day  exercises  and  commence- 
ment of  so  fine  a  class  as  the  class  of  '27  was.  "Steady  Pulling" — that's  what  it  took  to  make 
that  chain:  but  maybe  we'll  get  one  next  year. 

September  15,  1927.  Seniors!  What  a  sensation!  Is  it  possible  that  we  hikers,  as  it  were,  mounting 
our  summit  round  by  round,  can  say  "Hurrah  we  are  reaching  the  top"?

Our  animal  trainer  also  featured  in  the 
main  show.  Didn't  we  have  a  jazz,  band  though?  And  those  hula  dancers  were  Broadway  sen- 
sationalists.   I  heard  they  mopped  up  at  the  circus;  bet  we  have  a  record  breaking  annual. 

February  15,  1928.  All  we  have  to  do  now  is  enjoy  the  past  and  live  for  the  future — finish  the  annual, 
enjoy  the  entertainments,  pass  on  exams,  and  then — glide  across  the  stage  for  the  long  "worked 
for  and  talked  of  sheepskin."

Athletics  of  1927-1928 


'  I  lHE  Football  Team  of  1927-28  was  the  most  successful  that  has  represented  Hugh  Morson  in 
Several  years.  The  "Jack-Rabbits"  plunged  their  way  through  nine  games  and  won  six  of  them. 
The  first  game  was  with  Goldsboro,  which  resulted  in  a  12  to  0  victory  for  Hugh  Morson.  Dunn  was 
the  next  opponent  and  was  victorious,  due  to  over-confidence  on  the  part  of  the  Hugh  Morson  boys. 
It  was  with  renewed  determination  that  they  faced  Rocky  Mount  on  the  following  Friday.  It  was  a 
bitter  struggle,  but  the  boys  from  the  Capital  City  emerged  with  the  long  end  of  a  19  to  6  score.  The 
Morson  Athletic  followers  had  cause  for  grief  again  when  the  team  lost  to  Durham — still  our  bitterest 
rival — by  a  score  of  19  to  0.  A  13  to  0  victory  over  Oxford  gave  the  "Rabbits"  renewed  courage,  and 
in  the  next  game  they  surprised  Durham  and  the  witnessing  throng  by  blanking  Durham,  32  to  0. 
This  being  the  first  championship  game  and  an  important  victory,  the  boys,  after  the  game,  would 
have  been  given  the  city  of  Raleigh  if  they  had  only  asked  for  it.  The  Sanford  "Yellow  Jackets" 
were  eliminated  next  by  a  6  to  0  score.  When  the  "Jack-Rabbits"  were  only  two  games  away  from 
the  State  Championship,  they  lost  to  Wilmington  by  a  lone  touchdown.  This  team  later  won  the 
State  Championship  for  1928.

Smith,  with 
38  points  to  his  credit,  was  high  scorer  in  Class  A,  while  Grant  followed  close  upon  his  heels  with  36 
points.
